During  late  September  and  early  October  of  1970  numerous  complaints  were 
received  from  consumers  about  the  state  of  the  v;ater  being  supplied  through  the 
mains*  The  complaints  mentioned  were  turbidity  and  discolouration  sufficient 
to  render  the  water  impure  and  the  waier  also  smelled  heavily  of  residual 
chlorine*  Consumers  also  brought  a number  of  samples  to  the  office  and 

examination  of  these  showed  they  contained  dead  algae  growth( green  vegetational 
grovrth)  and  ferrous  oxide*  Each  complaint  was  referred  to  the  Water  Board 

Offices  at  Llandrindod  \/ells  aind  discussions  took  place  with  the  Boards' 

Engineer  and  thorough  investigations  were  made  by  the  Board  into  the  cause  of 
the  trouble  and  samples  were  referred  to  their  Consulting  Chemists, 

The  water  complained  of  was  being  supplied  from  the  Llanbwchllyn  Lake  source* 

The  matter  was  of  much  concern  to  the  V/ater  Board  who  made  every  effort 
to  do  all  things  possible  to  prevent  a recurrence  of  the  difficulties  and  the 
situation  was  afterwards  much  improved  and  no  further  complaints  were  received* 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEVEIGE 

The  Hay  Sewage  Disposal  V/orks  v/hich  were  put  into  operation  on  the  8th 
August  1968  has  been  working  satisfactorily  and  treats  all  the  sewage  from  the 
Town,  However,  there  are  still  7 houses  v/hich  are  not  connected  to  the 
public  sewers  and  the  owners  have  been  pressed  to  have  their  properties 
connected* 

A new  sewer  extension  has  beealaid  up  Forest  Road  to  serve  the  new  C.P, 
School  and  the  proposed  Industrial  Site* 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Twice  weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is  undertaken  in  the 
Town  by  the  Council's  lorry  and  workmen  jointly  with  Hay  and  Paincastle  Rural 
District  Councils,  imder  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector* 

The  refuse  being  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  Clyro  refuse  tip, 

A new  20  cubic  yard  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  refuse  veliicle  vdth  powerpress 
mechanism  was  purchased  by  the  Hay  Rural  District  Council  in  December  1970j 
and  this  is  nov;  being  used  throughout  the  tliree  Districts  concerned. 

It  will  enable  a greater  quantity  of  refuse  to  be  loaded  than  the  old  12  cubic 
yard  side  loader  particularly  cardboard  boxes  and  so  cut  down  the  number  of 
journeys  to  the  tip*  The  old  vehicle  is  being  retained  for  the  time  being  as 
a stand-by  in  case  of  emergency  and  for  occasional  use*

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HOUSING 


The  Council  ovms  120  houses  including  k flats  and  12  old  peoples' 
bungalows* 

One  private  bungalow  was  erected  in  the  district  during  1970  making  a 
total  of  19  private  dwellings  erected  since  19^6* 


Future  Housing  Programme 

The  Council  gave  consideration  to  the  future  housing  programme  and  in 
particular  to  the  development  of  the  10  acre  field  knovm.  as  'Upper  Caepound* 
in  Forest  Road  adjoining  the  existing  Housing  Estate,  A layout  plan  was 

approved  for  the  residential  development  of  the  whole  field  consisting  of 
102  Council  dwellings,  ,2  lock-up  shops,  a number  of  garages  and  sites  for  5 
private  dwellings. 

The  Council  agreed  as  a first  stage,  to  erect  24  dwellings  on  the  lower 
part  of  the  field  adjoining  the  existing  Housing  Estate  and  for  the  provision 
of  a service  road  fronting  the  five  private  plots. 

'Outline'  planning  permission  was  granted  by  Breconshire  County  Council 
in  1967  for  hpusing  development  on  tliis  land  and  application  for  approval  of 
the  layout  has  now  been  submitted. 


Housing  Applications 

There  were  40  applicants  on  the  Council's  'waiting  list'  for  houses  and 
bungalows  at  31st  December  1970*  and  these  could  be  housed  as  follows:  -• 

8 applicants  requiring  bungalov/s. 

20  applicants  requiring  2-bedroom  houses. 

12  applicants  requiring  3-bedroom  houses. 


Housing  Grants 

One  application  for,  Discretionary  Grant  was  approved  in  the  sum  of  £914, 

Ten  applications  were  received  and  approved  for  Standard  Grants  during 
the  year  for  a total  sum  of  £1,910.

The  District  Valuer  carried  out  negotiations  with  the  Agents  for  the  various 
owners  of  the  cottages  in  Chancery  Lone  and  Brook  Street  for  preparation  of  his 
report  and  valuation  so  that  demolition  and  clearance  can  be  carried  out,  under 
the  Compulsory  Purchase  Order.
